SIXTY-FIVE TODAY 


Bingham Oldest Congrestman in Point

• The President's message, submitted 
to congress .yesterday, is charactcrtis- 
tJe of the man. While .of .unusual, 
length it is noted for directness oC 
statement, and sincerity of the au- 
thor.

No attempt is made to turn out. a 


finished paper with well rounded per- 
iods and studied rhetoric. The Presi- 
dent was full of 'his topic and states 
forcibly what he has to say without 
exhausting the subject. 


Some measures which he 
recom- 


mends will be considered radical.' The 


v industrial world, or rather that part of 


it which ^orks by the clock, will ap- 
plaud his endorsement of an eight- 
hour workday. 
While the men who 


stand be'iiind the industries with brain 
and money, will be disappointed, as 
they have a right'1 to be. 


His urgent demand for an income 


and inheritance, tax, will also be a 
popular gallery measure, and men who 
never owned a dollar long enough to 
acquire a title to-it, will say,."That's 
right, ".make the rascals, divvy up;" 
Confiscation, of one1 kind for another, 


. Is. popular just now., 
- 
. 


.In discussing the question of capi- 


tal and labor ho recognizes the im- 
portance of again 
denouncing 
the 


muck-raker,, and says: . 
••.""To preach! hatred of the rich man 
as-'••such,'to-carry on a campaign of 
slander and invective against him, to 
seek to mislead and inflame to mad- 
ness lio.nest men whose lives arc. hard 
and who.have not the kind of. mental 
training:'which will permit .them to 
appreciate the danger in the doctrines 
preached—all t'nis-is 'to 'commit .a 
.crime'.against, the body politic and to 
he:false'!tb every worthy principle and 
.tradition of American national life. 
"'.-''Corruption is never so"rife as in 
communities .where the demagog and 
the .agitator bear full swayj, because 
in' such communities all moral bands 
become1 loosened, '• and ' hysteria 
and 


sensationalism replace..the spirit of 
sound judgment-and fair-dealing as- 
between man and man." 


It is evident that'the President is 


not blind to existing conditions. 


The message deals with every'inter- 


est except the tariff, and as a state1 
paper is well worth .reading by all 
intelligent citizens.

er than immediate returns on large 
masses ot capital."

"The United States wishes nothing 


of Cuba except that it shall prosper 
morally and materially, and wishes 
nothing of the Cubans save that they 
shall bo able to preserve order among 
themselves and therefore to preserve 
their independence."

"The nation owes no more impera- 


tive duty to itself and mankind than 
the duty of managing the affairs of 
all the' islands under the American 
flag—the Philippines; Porto Rico, and 
Hawaii—so as to make it evident that 
it is in every way to t'heir advantage 
that the flag should fly over them."

"We should do all in our power 'to 


hasten the day when there shall he 
peacs among the nations—a 
peace 


based upon justice.and 
not 
upon 


cowardly submission to wrong." 


CALIFORNIA AND THE JAPANESE 


The state of California is being 


freely criticised for its school laws, 
which sustain tho city 'of San Fran- 
cisco in t'ha ruling of its school board 
which barred Japanese students from 
the public schools. 


The fact is generally 
recognized 


that the Golden Gate. City is the port 
of entry for the yellow races of the 
Pacific, the same as New York is the. 
gateway of the Atlantic, for all other 
classes of 'immigrants. - 


The Chinese have long been consid- 


ered undesirable, and restriction laws- 
are more or less rigidly enforced. This 
is not so much on account of- the 
yellow, as, because of. the fact that 
the Chinaman has neither the desire 
nor intention of becoming an Ameri- 
can citizen, 
, . 


.This is not true of the Jap, and our 


schools and colleges have been open 
to 'him for many .ytears. He is an apt 
student, .and represents a nation not- 
ed for intelligence and thrift, as well 
as for progress and advancement. 


The President deals at length with 


vhe San. .Francisco school question, 
and 'gives the people of California.to 
understand that the rights of the Jap- 
anese must be- respected. He says in 
part: 


"Through the Rod Cross the Japa- 


nese .people sent over $100,000 'to the 
sufferers oC San Francisco, and t'iie 
gift was accepted 'with gratitude by 
our people.- The courtesy of the Jap- 
anese, nationally and individually, has 
become proverbial. To no other coun- 
try has. there been such1 an -increas- 
ing number of visitors from this land 
as to Japan,1. . In. return, Japanese 
have come here in great numbers. 


"They.are welcome, socially and .in- 


tellectually, in all. our colleges and 
institutions o.f higher learning, in all 
our professional and social 
bodies; 


The -Japanese have won in a single 
generation1 t'he right to stand abreast 
of-, the foremost and most enlighten- 
ed peoples, of Europe and America; 
they have won on their, own merits 
and by their .own exertions the right 
to treatment on a basis, of full and 
frank equality. 


"The 
overwhelming mass of our 


people cherish a lively regard and-re- 
spect for the people of Japan, and in 
almost every quarter. of the Union 
the stranger from Japan is treated'as 
he deserves; 't'hat is, he- Is treated 
as the stranger from any part ot civ- 
ilized Europe is and deserves to be 
treated. 


"But here and there a most unwor- 


thy reeling has manifested itself, to- 
ward the Japanese—the feeling -that 
has -been -shown in shutting^them out 
Crom the common schools in San Fran- 
cisco, and in mutterings against them 
in one or two'other places, because of 
their efficiency! ;as workers. 


"To shut them out from the public 


schools, is 
: a wicked absurdity, when, 


there are.no first-class colleges in the 
land, 'including1 the universities 
and 


colleges of California, which do not 
gladly welcome 
Japanese .students, 


and on. which Japanese students 'do. 
not .reflect credit. 


"We have as much to learn from 


Japan as Japan has to learn, from 
us; and no nation, is fit to teach 'un- 
less it is also 
willing 
to - learn. 


Throughout Japan Americans are well 
treated, and any failure on the part of 
Americans at home to treat the Japa- 
nese with a like courtesy and consid- 
eration is by just so much a .confes-. 
sion ot inferiority in our civilization."! 


After deploring the inefficiency of 


.he law to protect aliens, he says: 


"Even as tho law now is1 something 


can be 'done by the federal govern- 
ment toward this end, 'and in .the mat- 
ter now before me affecting the. Japa- 
nese, everything -that, it :is .in''1 my 
power to do will be. done.-.and all of 
the forces, military and civil, .of the 
United States• which l"may lawfully 
employ will-be so- employed. . 
' 
.; 


"There should, however, be no par- 


ticle of doubt as1 to-the power of the 
national . government completely' -to 
perform and enforce its own obliga- 
tions- .to other nations. 
The mob of 


a single cit^ may at any.-time per- 
form acts of lawless violence against 
some class of foreigners which would' 
plunge us into war. 


"Th;:t city by itself would be pow- 


erless to make defense against the 
foreign power thus assaulted, and if 
independent of this government 
it 


would never venture to perform or 
permit the performance of the acts 
complained of. 


"The entire power and the whale 


duty to protect the offending city or 
the offending community lies in the 
hands of the United States govern- 
ment. 
It is unthinkable 
that 
we 


should continue a policy under which 
a given locality may be allowed to 
commit a crime against a friendly 
nation, and the United States gov- 
ernment 
limited, not to preventing 


t'he comm'ission of the crime, hut, 'in 
the last resort, to defending the. peo- 
ple who have committed it against 
:he consequences of their own wrong- 
doing."
